Well first of all, beco- 
ming a model and being able to experience so 
many things and meeting so many people helped 
me immensely with the struggle against Border- 
line.

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How would you deseribe yourself? 

I am a relaxed and patient guy who likes taking 
photos with a human element normally with an 
edge or twist. I have a short span of attention and 
my interests and influences constantly evolve 
pushing me to find and experience new things. 


Why a photographer? 
I love all things creative but | like the collaborative 
environment involved with photographing people. 
Itis a team effort, sometimes involving many pe- 
ople to get the right images. 


Is the world ready for your photos? 
A good question! | like to think that people are be- 
ginning to recognize what I am trying to bring to 
fetish/alternative genres and the interest is gro- 
wing. 


What did you study? 
I am a qualified Financial Adviser with a back- 
ground in Investments. Can you believe that? 


What is your favourite theme, PinUp, Latex, Te- 
тог. 

I love it all and don't associate myself with any 
particular genre. For me the best photographs 
hint at a story or ask you questions that are not 
easy to answer. They may be just darn quirky, 
enigmatic or just make me laugh. 





Do you believe photography is underestimated 
and considered a minor art? 

I think that is true that it is still considered a 'les- 
ser' art to an extent but I have noticed more and 
more interest and acceptance over the years. 


Was it difficult for you gaining the confidence of 
models? 

Ha Ha. You would have to ask them! Definitely it 
was harder to get the models I wanted in the early 
days when I did not have a body of work they 
could look at before deciding whether they wan- 
ted to shoot with me. 

Тат very much a people person and the feedback 
I get is that my communication is very good 
which means they know what to expect and that 
I always run a very relaxed set. I think to get the 
best from a model they need to feel comfortable 
and trust in you. 


What do you prefer: taking many photographs or 
just a few during a session but spend more time 
on each one? 

It depends on the shoot and the model. As I men- 
tioned, I believe to get the best from а model they 


must be comfortable so I tend to let the model 
work at their own pace and gradually add small 
changes to their poses to get what I want. In one 
case I had the cover and 2 months of a calendar 
with a model and it literally was less than 5 mi- 
nutes work with only 20 photographs taken. With 
another it took an hour and 100 photographs to 
get one usable image! In either case I am happy. 


What makes you different from other photogra- 
phers? 

I have never thought about this as | just shoot 
what makes me happy but models and designers 
have told me they like that I combine fashion and 
alternative clothing/culture and that I make Goth 
and Alt pretty & editorial 


What is your definition of beauty? 
Beauty is so diverse and that is a great thing, I 
love being able to find beauty in flawed things or 
perfect things. For me great beauty is defined by 
the fact that it reminds you of nothing else. Truly 
beautiful people look like no one else but they 
could be as diverse as Marilyn Monroe or Yolandi 
Visser 


What is more important today: mastering the ca- 
mera or Photoshop? 

Without a good image no amount of Photoshop 
processing will help you. I learned this the hard 


way. 


What equipment do you use? Why? 
I use a Canon 5D MkII just because my lenses 
were all Canon fit but it is a great bit of kit and 
more than enough for most situations. My main 
lens is the Canon EF 24-70mm f/2.8L Il USM 
which again is very versatile. 


In the digital era, can anyone be a photographer? 
Anyone can take photographs but to be a photo- 
grapher first you need an eye to compose the 
image, then you must master the light and con- 
trast 


How important are wardrobe and make-up in the 
final result? 

Both are very, very important. You need good War- 
drobe that also fits the model well and then com- 
plimentary make- up and hair. | always work very 
closely with the designer, model and MUAHs to 
get bet the best result we possibly can. 


Is there any person you specially would love to 
have in front of your camera? 
Yolandi ViSSer 








And anyone you would not like to take portraits of 
atall? 

I hate having my own picture taken so definitely 
no selfies! 


B/W or full color pictures? Why? 
I love colour, I see the world in colour and whilst 
B/W can be fantastic itis always to me a little se- 
rious. 


Your Fetish photographer and Why? 
Ihave always been drawn to outsiders and people 
who do not meet the norms of society. | love the 
way the people in the lifestyle commit themselves 
to it. They have more vibrancy and lust for life. 


How do you prepare your sessions? 
There is a huge amount of preparation which can 
take months. The theme, the location, the models, 
the designers, the MUAHs. Preparing a plan for 
the day so everyone knows what they are doing 
and when. My Partner in Stush Productions, April 
Storm, prepares a sheet detailing the looks we will 
shoot including make-up and hair. If this is done 
well the day of the shoot will be relaxed and fun 
but most of ай productive. 


Have you ever run out of inspiration during a 
photo shoot? 

Of course! Luckily I work with talented people who 
can help me out of a hole more often than not. If 
nobody has any more ideas then itis time to call 
it a wrap. 


Do you like sharing all pictures or do you keep 
some only for you? 
No itis a collaborative effort and everyone invol- 


ved gets the images. I only hold back the images 
that are not going to be flattering to those invol- 
ved. 


Can feelings be portrayed? 
Yes indeed. My very first shoot with April Storm 
was based on depression and to this day they are 
amongst the most powerful images I have taken 
thanks to her ability to express the emotion so vi- 
vidly. We have had messages from people who 
said the photographs moved them to tears. 


What is the most tedious task in photography? 
Packing up at the end of the day and driving 
home. 


Future projects? 
So many in the pipeline, In September alone | am 
shooting for Amentium Latex/RoseNoir Designs 
plus corsets for 2 Contour Fashion designers. 

I am shooting lingerie with a suicide girl the follo- 
wing week 


I have a shoot with the Game of Thrones actress 
Valis Volkova 


1 am shooting the inked film actress Jade Fenix 
Hobday in a Victorian swimming pool for the fe- 
tish designers Jaci & Cain.

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In a tweet size, who's Unique Rubber? 
My latex label Unique Rubber stands for customi- 
тей and unique outfits made of handcrafted tex- 
tured latex yard goods, patches and textured 
strips in combination with regular smooth latex 
or fabrics. 


Is the world ready to use your designs? 

In my opinion, the world is always ready for new 
designs. One is always guided by past trends, has 
a look at current developments and mixes every- 
thing with one's own design ideas. This might 
then create a whole new trend or design branch. 
As nowadays everyone wants to stand out from 
the masses and be noticed, my Unique Rubber 
designs are perfect to make that wish come true. 


Is it easy to stand out in this industry? 
It is never easy because there are a lot of great 
and impressive people who all want to be suc- 
cessful with their great designs. Moreover, the 
launch of a new label like Unique Rubber needs a 
lot of preparation. The development and the per- 
fection of the production of the textured latex 
were very time-consuming and constantly need 
to be improved. You must have visions and dre- 
ams to stand this long initial phase. Fortunately, I 
don't lack that because I have lots of visions and 
dreams concerning my label. 


How do you see the trend in latex design in Eu- 
rope? Is it still just for a niche market or do you 
think the market is widening and that we'll see the 
day when it's integrated within everyday clothes? 
As far as | am concerned, | see a trend towards 
more individualism. The market is widening 
slowly but steadily and latex even becomes more 
and more accepted in everyday life. From perso- 
nal experience and from customers’ feedback I 
know that there are more and more people wea- 
ring combinations of latex and normal clothes in 
everyday life. Moreover, more than 75% of my 
customers are people who have never worn latex 
before but have chosen textured latex because it 
is not obvious at first sight that it is actually latex. 
This makes it a lot easier for many people to find 
the courage to go outside and wear latex in pu- 
blic. 


How do you feel about mixing different materials 
to make outfits? 

I really enjoy combining lots of materials with 
latex because this gives you almost unlimited 
possibilities to create truly unique outfits. Of 
course, this is often a challenge, but it is exactly 
this challenge that | like about my work. 





Where do you get your inspiration to create a new 
collection? Which are your major influences? 

I get my inspiration from various things. I often 
just sit in a café and observe the people going by 
or recognize colors in nature or architectural 
forms. I also have a look at the current fashion 
and the one from 50 or 80 years ago. Besides, | 
really love fantasy, manga, comics and science 
fiction. So after all, all that is my daily inspiration. 


Is yours more a fashion brand or a fetish brand? 
It is rather a fashion brand because | predomi- 
nantly design latex clothes which can be worn at 
normal occasions or be combined with normal 
clothes to create nice everyday outfits. From fe- 
edback I also know that the majority of my cus- 
tomers wear my outfits at normal occasions and 
events. However, this does not mean that they are 
not worn at fetish parties. On the contrary — there 
one is also the center of attention. 
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Nearfuture plans: what's on thetable forthe next 
months? 

In the next months, there will be lots of new pro- 
jects like e.g. fashion shows. Furthermore, I am 
working intensely on a men's collection because 
so far this branch has been completely neglected 
with regard to sophisticated latex clothes. 


Tell us which are your goals (dreams?) as a de- 
signer 

As a designer, | don't have any goals, but dreams. 
I have the dream that because of my work latex 
will be more accepted in everyday life in the future 
without becoming mainstream however. I hope 
that more people will be interested in this kind of 
fashion and that those who have not dared to 
wear latex yet will find the courage to try it at least 
once. After all, Unique Rubber wants to contribute 
to make latex become part of accepted fashion. 


Which celebrity would you love to dress in one of 
your creations? 

First and foremost, I want to see normal people 
wearing my latex fashion in everyday life. But if I 
had the chance to choose a celebrity, I would find 
it interesting to dress Sebastian Schweinsteiger 
in my creations. 





If someone wants to buy one of your creations, 
where should they go? You do all your pieces cus- 
tom made to your customers or do you have some 
"of the shelf" pieces that people can buy or order? 
My outfits can be purchased as shown in my on- 
line shop - however, no customer has ever done 
that because everyone also their own require- 
ments and ideas. You can even visit me and have 
your own personal texture produced or mix your 
unique and individual latex color all by yourself. 
In the end, this obviously makes your outfit so- 
mething very special. That is why every outfit I 
produce for a customer is made to measure and 
customized. I have neither clothes off the peg nor 
standard sizes. 


What would be your recommendation to someone 
who wants to buy their first dress or suit? 

When giving advice with regard to someone's first 
outfit I always take a look at the person's indivi- 
dual style. It is important to find out whether a 
person is rather conservative or open-minded and 
outgoing and if that persons has a favorite color 
or any other preferences. Not everyone likes lace 
or rhinestones. Some prefer playful outfits other 
like strict ones. This is why I ask detailed ques- 
tions about that and together with the customer I 
often create an outfit that matches that person's 
style perfectly. 


Do you think fashion and real life can mix? 
Here, I can just put it in а nutshell and say: yes. 


What is your definition of beauty? 

Beauty is something relative. Every person is be- 
autiful in his or her own way. The only thing you 
need to know is how to stress and accentuate this 
beauty. So there is no such thing as a true defini- 
tion of beauty. The more natural and authentic a 
person is, the more beautiful he or she is in my 
opinion. 


What would you say to our readers to be encou- 
raged to buy your designs? 

Don't be dependent on others’ opinions on what 
you can or should wear. If you are interested in 
trying this and in wearing latex - just do it. So far, 
no one has ever regretted having tried it and peo- 
ple have often deeply enjoyed it. 


Is there anything you would like to add? 
Always be yourself and let latex in your heart
